N 1852 Ezra Meeker, pioneer, aged 
twenty-two, drove an ox team to 
the far n orthw est over the O re­ 
gon trail. 
In 1 9 0*3-07 E zra Meeker, 
pioneer, aged seventy-six, has driven 
a n ox team from the far northw est to 
the east over the Oregon trail and far 
b eyond. 
B etw een 
these 
tw o dates 
» what marvels have happened! 
E zra 
Meeker, 
pioneer, 
is 
a 
poet, 
thou gh he does not write verse. 
No 
n a a save one whose sou l is possessed 
b y healthfu l sentim ent eou id have u n­ 
d ertak en su ch a trek as Ezra M eeker 
is ju st completing 
F or an old m an

epic 
achievem ent. 
Yet Mr. Meeker insists 
tha t he is “only 
seventy-six years 
you ng,” and we m u st apologize right 
• t the ou tset for calling him old. 
T he 
pioneer declare« : tha t he ha sn ’t know n 
a sick day for more than half a cen­ 
tu ry. 
He w as tw enty-tw o when he 
took his you ng wife to the Oregon 
cou ntry from the old home in Ind iana 
fifty-fou r years ago. 
Mrs. M eeker—

same yotin? wife- « till 
lives to 
s hare her hu sb an d’s fame, for he is 
going to b e fam ou s as the preserver 
a n d restorer of the old Oregon trail, 
one of ou r most historic highw ays. 
So that has been the missio n o f E ira 


M eeker on this eastw ard ox team trek, 
this prairie schooner excu rsion from 
the w est coast to the east coast, which 
has occu pied nineteen months. 
Mr. 
M eeker m ight have traveled it In five 
days b y transcontinental train, b u t b e­ 
ing a poet sou l and a pioneer « till a f t ­ 
er half a centu ry of pioneering he 
wou ld have nothing hu t a drive iden­ 
tical w ith tha t of 1852, enlv in reverse 
direction and continu ing right on to his 
b irthplace in Bu tler cou nty, Ind.; then 
to New York city, which he has ju st 
reached; then to O yster Bay to pre ­ 
sent his plea to the president and then 
on to W ashington for fu rther pu shing 
of his pet project. 
W hat that project 
Is m ay b e told in a few words. 


Pioneer Way. 
E zra M eeker w ants the governm ent 
to b u ild a great national highw ay, fol­ 
low ing the old trail from the Missou ri 
riv er to the Oregon cou ntry, to b e 
nam ed Pioneer way. 
“ It will b e a w ay,” says tills pio­ 
neer, "that shall m ake traffic practi­ 
cab le b y the trackless car, a road of 
cem ent tha t shall b e thronged b y the 
coming generations.” 
Mr. Meeker left his home in P u ­ 
yallu p, W ash., Jan. 20, 19 00, accom pa­ 
nied b y Miss B ertha Templeton, his 
gran dd au ghter. T w o stou t:, stu rdy oxen 
pu lled an ancient prairie schoou er of 
the type of the Oregon pioneer time. 
T he w agon b ed w as of b oat shape; 
hence 
the nam e schooner. 
Pioneers 
u sed to find the b oat shaped l>ed handy 
in crossing stream s. 
Mr. Meeker him ­ 
self crossed several stream s b y u sing 
his w agon b ed for a b oat on his w ay 
ou t to 
W ashington. 
A considerab le 
pa rt of the w agon in w hich he m ade 
the eastw ard 
trek 
b elonged to the 
identical schooner which he u sed in 
1852. 
H is cam p and cook ou tfit w as 
m ade u p pretty m u ch like that of the 
early pioneer. T here w as even a dog 
trotting alongside the ta r b u cket ha n g­ 
ing a t tin* rear. E zra M eeker is n oth­ 
ing if not realistic in his dou b ling b ack 
over the old trail. 
T he oxen were ab ou t the only mod 
ern pa rt of the ou tfit, and yet they 
looked strangely ou t of d ate as they 
d rew the covered w agon along the 


dim old trail 
dim in places and in 
other 
places 
made 
over 
Into 
good 
roads and m u ch traveled for short *11« 
tances b y the local inhab itants. 
One 
of the oxen m ade the entire tran scon ­ 
tinental trip. 
The other died at L in­ 
coln, Neb ., w here Mr M eeker w as de­ 
layed lor several weeks looking for a 
su ccessor to that ox. 
Tins incident 
serves 
to 
em phasize 
the 
w onderfu l 
progress m a le b y tha t part of the 
cou ntry since the fifties 
In those days 
long caravan s of ox team s were tru d g­ 
ing w estw ard throu gh N eb raska. Now 
a m an m u st wait weeks to find one 
lone ox who know s his b u siness. 


Interesting Ceremony.

He 
fou nd the seraggiv b u ffalo grass su p­ 
planted b y the cu ltivated grasses of 
agricu ltu re. 
He fou nd orchards and 
| forests developed on w hat had b een 
treeless territory 
fb * fou nd splendid 
cities and thriving tow ns all along 
lit* 
fou nd 
highly developed 
farm hou ses, 
the w ide field« cu ltivated b y motor 
plows and the grain gathered b y 
great 
reapers which move b y tra.-tion pow er 
over the 
fields, 
heading 
the wheat, 
thrashin g it and filling sa<-ks w ith the 
golden store. E« » r a considerab le part 
of the jou rney he fou nd a great trans 
continental 
railw ay 
line 
following 
practically the 
Oregon trail. 
W hizzing au tom ob iles passed the a n ­ 
cient schooner ou tfit from time t-> time 
O ccu pants of these mod mm maehimm 
no dou b t wondered who it was in the 
prairie schooner and w hy he was d o­ 
ing it. 
P erhaps som e of them smiled 
a t the qu aint spectacle, as at "the last 
leaf on the tree.” 
B u t the well pre­ 
served ptoii *er, enthu siastic in h 
m 
sion for preservation of the old trail, 
for b u ilding Pioneer way so that fu ­ 
tu re generations

Picturesque Abode. 
At the Lewis and Clark exposition 
In P ortland tw o years ago I talk**! 
w ith Ezra Meeker from time to time, i 
H e w as a “ featu re” of that exposi­ 
tion. 
H e Ifrvod on the grou nds in a 
cozy hou se m ade of a .section of a gi 
gantic W ashington tree hollowed ou t 
and roofed over with canvas, 
it w as 
a strikingly pictu resqu e ab ode, delight­ 
fu lly appropriate to tin* occu pant and 
the occasion. 
There sat Ezra Meeker, 1 
selling his b ooks to those who wou ld 
b u y, talking w ith ins visitors ab ou t 
the old days and the new days and 
discu ssing Ids pet schem e for person 
ally retracing the trail and having it 
restored. 
In b is tree hou se, the room 
b eing at least fifteen feet in diam eter, 
Mr. M eeker had relics of the old day s 
I never met a saner m an than Ezra 
Meeker. 
H e is a widely traveled man. 
H e has known b oth w ealth and pox 
erty. 
E arly in the W ashington te rri­ 
tory days 
he discovered 
that 
hops 
grow w ith 
rem arkab le 
fecu ndity 
in 
that region. 
He planted great hop 
yards and w axed wealthy from the 
produ ct. 
In those days he was called 
the Hop king. 
Daniel W eb ster and other easterners 
strongly opposed the acqu isition of the 
Oregon cou ntry. W eb ster held tha t all 
the cou ntry b eyond the Rockies was 
b arren desert, 
w orthless 
wilderness, 
and 
m ade 
some 
com m ents 
on 
the 
w orthlessness of 
that region 
which 
look like hilariou s hu m or today 
Bu t 
W eb ster was seriou s. 
H e knew littl. 
or nothing of the great west b eyond 
the b ackb one of the m ou ntains. The 
fight for Oregon, which m eant a great 
deal more than the present state of 
that name, was carried on b y the pin 
noers. 
It was waged b y E zra Meekei 
and men of his stam p, who drove ox 
team s across tha t trackless, “w orth 
less” wilderness. 
It w as w aged also 
b y men 1 ik•* B enton and 
Dr 
ta*wis 
F. Linn in the United States senate, 
b oth of them from Missou ri and b oth 
ab le to “show ” w hat W eb ster cou ldn't 
see. 
Linn really b egan the b attle in 
the senate, and a fter he died Benton 
took u p the stru ggle. 
The state of 
Oregon has nam ed cou nties for Linn 
and Benton. 
( 
The United S tates did not get al! 
of the original Oregon cou ntry. 
We 
got the territory now com prised in the 
three states of Oregon. W ashington 
and Idaho and a sm all portion of two 
other states, b u t the greed of G reat 
B ritain and the dilatoriness of some 
of ou r ow n statesm en rob b ed u s of ih** 
rest of it. 
The slogan of “ fifty-fou r 
forty or fight” Is well rem em b ered.
